Grayling Welcome Sign 


The Grayling Rotary Club 
will finance the construction 
of two attractive signs at the 
south and west entrances to 
the city, welcoming visitors 


and informing them of 
coming events. 

The tasteful displays were 
designed by Terry Dickinson 
of Bay City who has painted 
many murals in Grayling 
and was the director of the 
remodeling of Weaver’s Gift 
Shop. 

The Grayling signs will be 
17 feet high and 15 feet wide 
with three artistically 


balanced display panels. The 
top panel will welcome 
travelers to the city. In the 
middle and slightly to the 
right of the display will be a 
theater marquee section 
which will handle inter- 
changeable numbers and let- 
ters. That section will an- 
nounce coming events in the 
county. 

The third and bottom 
panel will be narrow but 
span the entire width of the 
sign, It will provide space for 
all of the civic organizations 
in the area to show their em- 


blem and announce meeting 
times. 


According to the Rotary 


Club President Randy 
Thompson, the two displays 
will cost about $5,000. 


Thompson and past Rotary 
president Jerry Morford are 
the chairpersons for the sign 
committee and originated 
the idea. 

The Grayling City Council 
has agreed to accept the 
signs once they are placed on 
location and be responsible 
for the upkeep and changing 
of the coming events. 


"King of the Trappers, " 


George Leas Turns 99

In 1906, while Teddy 
Roosevelt was carrying a big 
stick in the White House, 
George Leas was carving 
two big birch sticks into 
homemade skis at his new 
homestead in Alberta 
Province, Canada. 

The Ohio native, who now 
lives along Goose Creek Rd. 
west of the Manistee River, 
has never regretted his 
decision to try homesteading 
Canada. Leas stayed there 
trapping and hunting for 
more than 50 years. 

“My heart and soul are 
still in Canada,” says Leas 
who celebrated his 98th 
birthday April 6 with 
relatives. 

Leas became well-known 
in Alberta for his trapping 
skills and at age 58 was 
named Wolf King of the 
province for catching the 
most timber wolves (27) in 
one year. After Leas left to 
return to the states, the local 
government restored the 
cabin he had built and turned 
the place into a park com- 
memorating the pioneer 
Leas. 

‘eg did everything living in 
the buslf everyone else did,” 
says Leas. He wintered 
snowfall three feet deep and 
temperatures down to 65 
below. He tended a 200 
square-foot garden that 
would be hit with frost three 


to four times each growing 
season. For meat, he shot 
mostly deer and moose and 
smoked Grayling fish. 

Although he never went 
out hunting them, Leas says 
he shot more bears than he 
could ever count because 
they were always wrecking 
his trapline cabins or 
messing around his honie. 

“After a while you get 
used to them,’’ Leas said 
about the huge beasts. ““My 
wife said I wasn’t afraid of 
the devil,” he joked. 

Leas wnt back to Ohio 
briefly after his first year of 
homesteading in 196 to 
marry his girlfriend, and 
they both returned to the 
homestead. George and 
Susan Lea Leas had three 
children — George, who also 
lives on Goose Creek Rd., 
Martha, and Ellen. 

Before government rules 
restricted trapline areas, 
Leas walked a trapline 30-40 
miles long. Later rules 
restricted him to a 12-mile 
trapline. Leas, who began 
trapping when he was seven, 
may have been the first 
trapper in Alberta to begin 
using a pack horse to ride his 
trapline. 

His daughter finally talked 
him into returning to the 
states when he reached the 
age of 72 but he wouldn’t stay 
away from the bush and was 
“tickled to death’? when a 


friend asked him hack to 
trap & hunt. A 1965 photo 
from Alberta shows Leas at 
age 80 with a bear he had 
just shot. 

Still in relatively good 
health, Leas says he still 
thinks about going out and 
setting a few traps. He 
credits his longevity to good 
clean living. He was raised 
on an Ohio farm and in 
Canada he grew vegetables 
in a garden, ate wild foods, 
and drank spring water. 

‘‘T’ve never smoked, never 
had liquor, and only tasted 
beer once,”’ he said. 

For all the stories Leas has 
about Canada, he often has 
photographs or records to 
back him. 

‘IT was never one to stretch 
the truth,” he says. And 
other sportsman know that 
as well. For years Leas has 
published stories and photo- 
graphs in magazines, mest 
frequently the Western

The meal program at the 
center was shut down Wed- 
nesday but started again by 
Thursday. Dorothy 
Latuszek, president of the 


Grayling Housing Com- 
mission, said Monday, April 


16, that most of the center’s 


programs are functioning. 
The meal service continues, 
a maintenance man and 
secretary are working, and 
R.S.V.P., which leases a 


separate building, is 
operating. 
Services disrupted are 


those using the center’s 
meeting room and some 
county Commission on Aging 
programs. Latuszek said the 
Grayling Housing Commis- 
sicn is currently working out 
a lease agreement with the 
Commission on Aging, which 
has Lora Gould as a board 
member. Gould is retaining 
her position on that board.

AuSagra Acres, didn’t ap- 


prove of Gould serving as 
both director of the Grayling 
Housing Commission and a 
board member of the Com- 
mission on Aging.

Latuszek said 
both the audit and inventory 
are routine procedures after 
a change in management. 

Latuszek said the Grayling 
Housing Commission will 
begin advertising for a new 
director.

Golnick, Mike Hauxwell, and 
Larry Akers, will choose the 
next director. 

Lora Gould offered no 
comment about her retire- 
ment as executive director 
of the Grayling Housing 
Commission. 


5-Year Maintenance Plan 


Calis for 11 New Buses, 


Replacing Elementary Roof

A five-year school district 
plan calls for more than $1 
million to be spent on build- 
ing maintenance, school 
buses, and upgrading food 
Service and playgrounds. 

The long-range plan, pre- 
sented to the school board 
April 10th by assistant 
superintendent Paul Lerg, 
targets $187,825 to be spent 
next school year. About 
$90,000 of that total for next 
year will buy three new 
school buses. Another $60,000 
of that total is part payment 
on a new high school roof 
already installed. The 
money for the first year of 
the maintenance program is 
already included in budget 
projections for the next 
school year. 

Superintendent Kent Rey- 
nolds said it is imperative 
the district embark upon a 
systematic planned main- 
tenance program to protect 
their building and equipment 
investments. 

Included in the five-year 
plan is $400,000 to install a 
mew roof on the Grayling 
Elementary and enclose two 
courtrooms changing them 
into classrooms. The roof 
will probably be similar to a 
heavily-insulated high 
school roof which helped 
save 41 percent on fuel bills 
this winter. 

Also included in the five- 
year pian is $330,000 to buy 11 
new buses. The school 
district hasn’t bought a bus 
since 1979. 

Additionally, the plan calls 
for a rotation system to 
replace desk, carpets,

Separate committees would be formed by the 
regular Little League board of directors to oversee 
the tourney...the group would be responsible for 
furnishing 25 motel rooms for 5 days besides main- 
tenance of the field and furnishing umpires which 
they would be assisted by the district officials in ob- 
taining... 

It is the concern of the local officials because of 
the apathy shown in operating the local leagues for 


help, that at present they hesitate in accepting the 


invitation to host the tournament... 

We feel that a Little League State Final tour- 
nament would help Grayling by bringing in spec- 
tators from the competing teams which again would 
help the economy that in this day and age every 
town is striving for different things to bring people 
to their town... 

If you can help in any way, give Larry Akers, 
President of Grayling Little League or Mick Mc- 
Namara, Vice-Pres, of the League a call and offer 
your support...the continuation of Little League 
here depends on the help the Board of Directors can 
get for survival...

Education reported that major 
changes in the state’s higher educa- 


tion system — including developing 


formulas for accessing the possi- 
bility of closing a college, consoli- 
dating programs and developing 
new funding formulas — must be 
studied further to assure the 
system’s high quality in the future. 
In releasing the report, Commis- 
sion Chair, James K. Robinson, said 


Michigan has a “great system {of 


higher education), but a system in 
jeopardy.” 

A series of public hearings on the 
interim report is scheduled for late 
April and May and the final report 
and recommendations are due in Oc- 
tober. 

Robinson said he hoped the in- 
terim report would serve as a “‘basis 
for widespread public, input into the 
work of the commission.”’ 

During a press conference out- 
lining the report, Robinson said it 
was possible, “even with down- 
sizing” of college programs, that not 
all of Michigan’s colleges may sur- 
vive by the 21st century. 

He added the commission was not 
targeting any colleges for possible 
closure but the group may ‘‘attempt 
to develop the criteria for deciding 


’ when to close or consolidate” a 


college. 

It is not inevitable that a college 
will be closed, he said, but colleges 
have to recognize trends that are 
developing. 

For example, the report indicates 
that by 1990, enrollments overall 
could decline by 10 percent. In addi- 
tion, the type of student enrolled in 
colleges will change from the 
traditional young adult to greater 
concentrations of older adults, often 
seeking additional training for job 
skills. 

Colleges should expect greater 
numbers of minorities and women as 


. well, the report said.

cannot be the sole basis for funding, 
he said. 

Research functions and other fac- 
tors have to be included in develop- 
ing new funding mechanisms. 

Robinson said the commission 
was committed to finding ways of 
holding down increasing tuition 
costs, but the interim report made 
no recommendations towards that 
end. 

However, the report did show that 
all of Michigan’s higher education 
institutions (public four-year 
schools, private four-year schools 
and community colleges) charge 
higher tuition than the national 
average. 

Michigan’s public four-year col- 
leges charge an average 42 percent 
more for tuition than the national 
average, private colleges charge 5 
percent more and community col- 
leges charge 20 percent more. 

The report also calls for creation 
of a comprehensive, statewide data 
base on higher education which 
would better help state policy 
makers and college officials in plan- 
ning. 

But, despite the report’s emphasis 
on studying possible consolidation 
of programs, better overall planning 
and even possible closure of schools, 
Robinson said the commission rejec- 
ted the concept of a superboard that 
would have primary planning 
authority for state colleges. 

He said such a board was neither 
“politically feasible nor administra- 
tively prudent. There are advan- 
tages to Michigan’s very 
autonomous system. It has the ad- 
vantage of diversity and it has ser- 
ved the state well. 

The report further encourages 
development of the State Board of 
Education’s recommendations for 
improvement of K-12 education re- 
garding coordination and communi- 
cation between educational sectors, 
adjusting high school graduation 
requirements, strengthening the 
teaching process and implementing 
policies regarding precollegiate 
preparation of minorities, women 
and handicapped students,

The Tall Timber 


Wendell L. Hoover

A friend of mine makes 
maps; not the kind you 
would use for everyday 
needs but more often maps 
typical of those used during 
the 1700’s and early 1800’s. 
He puis them on tanned 
animal hides which, when 
completed, are works of art 
suitable for framing. 

Early maps are 
fascinating to look at. For 
example, a map prepared 
from the journals of Charle- 
voix in 1744 shows a high 
elevated plain running the 
length of lower Michigan 
which is shown as_ being 
much narrower than it ac- 
tually is. This map also 
depicts a number of large 
islands in Lake Superior 
where we know only two 
exist (Isle Royale and Mich- 


- ipicoten). Interestingly, the 


fictitious islands continued 
to appear on maps until the 
1850's. 

Earlier maps of Michigan 
showed a mountain range 
running down the center of 
the Lower Peninsula which 
left Michigan headed south 
to curve east where they 
made a neat union with the 
Appalachians about where 
West Virginia is now. Most of 
the early maps showed Lake 
Superior with surprising ac- 
curacy, probably because 
the Iroquois Indians made 
passage of the lower Great 
Lakes a hazardous under- 
taking. 

Much distance measuring 
was done by a rather 
ingenuous method. The men 
who paddled the great 
canoes during the early fur 
trading were given about ten 
minutes every hour to fill 
and light their clay pipes 
which would last for close to 
an hour. In an hour, a crew 
of paddlers could push a 
canoe five miles. By keeping 
track of the number of pipes 
smoked in a day, distance 
was gauged. This infor- 
mation, coupled with visual 
information gained from 
following the coastline allow- 
ed the early map makers to 
draw quite good maps of the 
Southern and Northern 
shores of Lake Superior and 
of Lake Michigan,

The Crawford AuSable 
school District Report 


By Paulierg 
Assistant Superintendent 


School maintenance and operations have a dramatic 
hidden financial impact on the district. While some aspects 
are readily visible, many are not. Maintenance and opera- 
tions can be divided into five general categories. Each of 
these five categories can then be agairi divided into a series 
of related components. 

The first category is administration of maintenance and 
operations programs. This includes policy development, 
staff development, budgeting and purchasing, forecasting, 
building utilization, and public relations. 

The second category is concerned with the operations of 
the schoo} district. It includes cleanliness standards, inspec- 

ion procedures, the grounds program, wage administration, 
special checks, emergency communications, staffing projec- 
tions, and contracted services. 

The third category covers maintenance procedures in- 
cluding the types of work performed, scheduling of main- 
tenance, work order forms, preventative maintenance, and 
maintenance staffing. 

The fourth category includes health, safety, and energy 
conservation aspects. Warehousing, storage, and security 
are also components of this category. 

The final category covers personnel management. In- 
cluded in this area would be orientation of new employees, 
supervision, job descriptions, evaluation procedures, staff 
meetings, inservice training, personnel filing procedures, 
and custodial substitutes. 


The district regularly prioritizes needs for maintenance _ 


and operations. This systematic approach brings increased 
efficiency to the district, i.e. substantial energy savings 
gained from the replacement of the high school roof. With 
limited resources, educational priorities can be better met 
with. savings from efficient maintenance operations. 
However, meeting both high educational priorities and high 
maintenance priorities is a continuous problem.
